STILL WANTS TO DIE 


In Hospital Expresses Anger at 
Thomas Schneider, Who 
Saved Her. 





IN CITY FEW MONTHS 





“7 Never Had a Sweetheart 


Like Other Girls,” She 
Tearfully Complains. 





For an hour and a half early Fri- 
day morning Miss Ida Robbins of 4004 
Lee avenue and «red Schneider, 2150 
‘College avenue, her escort, fought with 
Ethel Dorfruant, a 17-year-old girl, on 
the banks of the lake in O'Fallon Park, 
to keep her from making a second at- 
tempt to drown herself. Schneider 
pulled the girl from the lake where 
she had tried to drown herself, at 1:15 


and it was 2:45 a. m. 
before assistance came. 

In her struggles and frantic efforts to 
complete her wor. of self-destruction, 
Miss Dorfruant came very nearly pre- 
cipitating her rescuers into the lake 
several times, 

“O, let me alone. I want to die. 
Why can’t you let me drown?” Miss 
Dorfruant kept repeating to Schneider 
and Miss Robbins. 

" Schneider held the girl’s wrists and 
Miss Robbins sat on her, while they 
waited for help to come. 

Watched Girl for an Hour. 

“Miss Robbins and I were sitting on 
a bench near the lake, in O'Fallon 
Park, shortly before midnignt,”’ Schnet- 
der said to a Pogt-Dispatch reporter 
Friday, ‘“‘when we saw the young wom- 
2n approaching. Near us a man came 
up to her and spoke a few words. 
She turned from him and rushed to the 
lake. She took off her shoes and then 
stood, with her arms above her head 
as though about to jump. 

“I started forward, but Miss Robbins 
held me back. The girl then sat down 
and began to cry. Sue sat there until 
1:15, when two men approached from the 
opposite side of the lake. Seeing them, 
the girl got up and jumped into the 
water. 

“I jumped in and pulled her out. She 
fought me, but I got her to shore. 
One of the two men was gone. I sent 
the other for an officer. He disap- 
peared, and never came back. No po- 
liceman appeared. The girl would fot 
Sive us her name, and begged to die. 

Talked of “the Boy” Who Is Dead. 

“I have no home,’ she kept saying. 
‘Let me die. The boy has killed him- 
self, and I want to die, too.’ 

“We asked her who the boy was, 
but she would not tell. We asked her 
ff she Rnew the men who had ap- 
proached her, and she said she did 
not. 

“She ‘fought Miss Robbins and me 
until 2:46, when Thomas Verheyen, 
the park keeper, came around. I 
called him, and he called the police. 
The captain, six policemen and two 
sergeants came an hour and a half 
after the attempted suicide, and the 
_girl was sent to the City Hospital. 

“Miss Robbins fainted, after it was 
all over, but I took her home without 
assistance. She was certainly brave.’’ 

At the Hospital the girl was revived. 
She gave her name as Ethel Dorfru- 
ant, and said she lived at 608 O'Fallon 
atreet. She told the physicians that 
she wanted to die, that she jumped into 
the lake with suicidal intent, and begged 
them not to save her. 

Her case Was diagnosed as hysteria, 

she was confined in the observa- 
fon ward. 


“I wish they would let me alone,” 
Mies Dorfruant said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday morning. “I want to 
die. I jumped into the lake to drown 
myself, because I have no home, and 
no sweetheart like other girls. I have 
not had any home since I was a little 
bit of a girl, and I want to die. 

“Until four years ago I lived with a 
family named Koppman, at 608 O'Fal- 
jon street, but I got mad and left them. 
Since then I’ve had no home at all. 
and have lived about th? streets. No-

Jersey Man Sometimes Is Affected 
by Hydrophobia Symptoms— 
Will Be Examined. 

NEW YORK, July 17.—Dr. F. R. 
Jackson of the Pasteur Institute was at 
Montclair, N. J., yesterday and made a 
scientific examination of David Stein- 
feldt, the Montclair dog catcher, who, 
according to the record he has kept dur- 
ing his six years’ service has been bitten 
3000 times, by all manner of dogs, at 
least one of which was afflicted with 

rabies. 

Steinfeldt’s case is regarded as curious 
by the Pasteur Institute authorities and 
Dr. Jackson wants the dogcatcher to 
come to the institute, so that the sur- 
geons can make a special study of his 
condition. 

Dr. Jackson made a close examination 
of the much-bitten man, and Steinfeldt, 
in answer to his inquisition, said that 
he is frequently affected by some of the 
symptoms which usually presage hydro- 
phobia. The surgeon inspected the scars 
on Steinfeldt’'s body, took a record of 
his heart action and noted his tempera- 
ture. 

Steinfeldt has not yet decided whether 
he will visit New York to undergo scru- 
tiny at the institute, as he fears ‘‘experi-

admitted to the class rooms or bu..uings 
of the University of Utah. Such is the 
decree promulgated yesterday by the 
regents of that institution. 

The disease has obtained no foothold 
at the University, but the recent death 
of an instructor from Chicago, which 
proved to be due to tuberculosis, called 
attention to a danger that the authori- 
ties are determined to abolish.

Child Playing With Fire Sets 
Her Little Frock 
Blazing. 





WOMEN TRY TO RESCUE 





Flesh Torn From the Little 
One’s Body in Effort to 
Put Out Fire. 





In her frenzied efforts to save her 9- 
year-old daughter, Jessamine, from 
burning to death, Mrs. Thomas W. Fry, 
§452 Vernon avenue, was probably fatal- 
ly burned at noon Friday while visiting 
her sister-in-law, Mrs. Carl Munger, 
in Alton. Physicians attending mother 
and child stated that both are in a seri- 
ous condition and have small chance 
for recovery. 

Mrs. Fry and her child have been vis- 
iting Mrs. Munger for two or three 
days. Shortly before noon Friday Jes- 
samine Fry and Lucy Munger, the 9- 
year-old daughter of Mrs. Carl Munger, 
were playing together in the back yard. 
They were making a bonfire of old pa- 
pers, and had been warned to be care- 
ful. Suddenly a scream was heard, and 
Mrs. Fry rushed out to find her little 
girl enveloped in flames. She grasped 
the child and tried to beat out the fire, 
at thesame time tearing the clothing 
from the girl's body. 

Mother Badly Burned. 

In tearing off her dress Mrs. Fry 
Pulled away hair, skin and burned flesh 
from her child’s arms, back and head. 
Mrs. Munger came to her sister-in-law’s 
aSsistance, and finally they succeeded in 
putting out the fire, after Mrs. Fry's 
hands had been charred and her face, 
arms and breast severely burned. 

Both mother and child were by that 
time unconscious and were carried into 
the house by Mrs. Munger and neigh- 
bors» who had been attracted by the 
cries of the women and children. 

Four physicians were summoned and 
they gave all the medical attention pos- 


j sible, but the lives of both the woman 


and the girl are despaired of.

Miss Jessie Jackson, 24 years old, of 
East St. Louis, was married the third 
time by Justice of the Peace Driscoll. 
The third husband is John Earl Nichol, 
22 years old, of Joplin, Mo., who is 
employed in East St. Louis. 

Miss Jackson has been twice divorced, 
and, although she was legally mar- 
ried to her second husband, she never 
lived a day with him. The marriage to 
this man, Roscoe Carson, a member of 
a well-known East St. Louis family, 
was the result of a wager, and it was 
with difficulty that the knot was un- 
tied, 

Carson had always maintained that 
the marriage was a joke. 

He met a friend one day and offered 
to bet him $10 that he would be married 
by 5 o'clock. 

lt was then 2 p. m., and the 
friend accepted the wager. Miss 
Jackson was then divorced from her 
first husband, whom she married in 
Missourl, and her maiden name had 
been restored. 

Carson met Miss Jackson while walk- 
ing along the street and explained the 
bet and asked her if she would be mar- 
ried to him under her first husband's 
name, thinking the marriage would be 
illegal. She consented, but when they ap- 
peared before the Marriage License clerk 
@ new trouble confronted them. 

Carson was not of age, but he per- 
suaded Justice Driscoll to obtain his 
father’s consent, and the marriage 0oc- 
curred before 5 p. m., Carson winning 
the bet.

They will be haled before the 
Judge who issues the injunction, and if 
it is shown that they have violated the 
law, their licenses will be revoked. 

Kennish said Friday that. by the use 
of these injunctions he expects to have 
every saloon in St. Louis County closed 
next Sunday... 

A year ago injunctions were obtained 
against county lid clubs, but this is 
the first time they have been invoked 
against holders of dramshop licenses.

story of a schoolgirl: who had felt the 
love pangs of a’ woman betrayed, was 
told in .the witness stand. here today. 
by Beulah Carter, a sister of Irvin 
Carter, on trial for murdering Thomas 
Bagby, Beulah’s “sweetheart... 

As her impressive  yoice, monotoned }* 
in- 
cisive questions—questions whith . had 
driven:a number of young, women from 
tHe coutroom, the girl blushed as crim- 
son:as-the figures’ on her simple’ lawn 
gown. That was the sole. sign of hu- 
man emotion she displayed. 

“I loved Tom,”’ she .said, in answer 
to a question, ‘‘and he said he loved 
me.*’ 

‘TIT was. born May 21, 1892,” she said, 
in answer to a question, “ang I was 
16 years old last May. Tom Bagby be- 
gan going with me last October and 
was attentive to me for six months.”’ 

Describes Wooing of Tom. 

Beulah was-<brief in her answers. 
She did not tell a connected story, but 
contented herself with answering ques- 
tions. She was asked about a quarrel 
that her brother had with Tom Bagby 
early in May. 

“Tom took me to a country’ church 
one Saturday night,” she said, “but we 
did not go inside.”’ 

“What did you do?” 

“We sat outside and talked.” 

“Did you want to go inside?” 

“Yes, but Tom begged me not to. 
We. sat outside, where we could see 
inside the church.” 

“When did your brother learn about 
this?’’ 

“I don’t know. The next 
night Irving took me _ to 
church and Tom ..was there. 
him as we left the chur 

“What happened then?’”«. 

“Irving asked Tom what. he meant 
by. taking me to. church and not tak- 
ing me inside. Tom answered, ‘What's 
that-to you?” © Then Irvin struck him. 


Returned Knife to Him. 

“What happened then?” 

“Tom drew a knife. Then Irvin took 
me by the arm and started with me to- 
ward our buggy. Tom took me by the 
other arm and held me back. I made 
Tom give me his knife, and when we 
got ‘to the buggy ‘and Irving and I 
were seated, I gave it back to him.”’ 

She said when she got home she told 
her ._parents about Irving's quarrel with 
Tem, 

“They did not seem to be angry at 
the time, but the next morning they 
told me I must not go with Tom any 
more. They said if he was not willing 
to’ go inside a ‘church with me he’ was 
not a fit escort for me.’ 

‘Had they ever objected to Tom's at- 
tentions to you before?”

Evidence that Mayor Wells intends 
to continue his fight on President 
O'Reilly of the Board of Public Im- 
provements in the free bridge matter 
developed Friday, when he sent a let- 
ter to the Board requesting the with- 
drawal of the O'Reilly ordinance, au- 
thorizing the expenditure of money for 
surveys, construction and maintenance 
of the free bridge. 

Mr. O’Reilly sent the draft of the ordi- 
nance to the Board-at the meeting last 
week, but when objection arose he 
folded it up and declined to allow the 
other members to see it. 

In some way, Mayor wells learned 
of the plan proposed by Mr. O'Reilly, 
and, in order to check it, he took up 
the matter with his appointees on the 
Board. Mayor Wells recently had 
O'Reilly's office inspected, but did not 
file any charges against him. 

2 Would Follow House Bill. 

The Mayor contends that the work for 
which O'Reilly asks money should be 
done by an engineer, to be employed on 
a commission of 4 per cent, in accord- 
ance with a bill now pending in the 
House of Delegates. 

In the letter, the Mayor said: “I am 
at a loss to understand the occasion 
or necessity of an ordinance submitted 
to the Board of Public Improvements by 
the President on Friday last. The or- 
dinance authorizes the expenditure of 
money obtained from the sale of bonds. 

Section 1 authorizes the Board to 
spend such sums as are necessary for 
making surveys and preparing plans 
for the construction and maintenance 
of the free bridge. 

Sees Delay in Plan. 

‘In my judgment, the enactment of 
such a bill would simply create delay 
in the progress of this work, and, 
moreover, after consulting with the 
honorable City Counselor relative to a 
similar bill relating to the hospital, 
which was introduced by the Board in 
the City Council, July 7, I find that the 
measure would be in violation of the 
charter, and, therefore, illegal. 

“For these reasons, I request that 
the Board of Public Improvements take 
the matter under consideration, and, 
in view of the City Couns®lor’s opin- 
fon, but one course should be taken, 
and that is the withdrawel of same.’”’ 


$1,008,397,543,56 EXPENDED 
BY THE LAST CONGRESS 


Largest Single Appropriation Was 
for the Postal Department, 
222,970,892. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Official fig- 
ures have been prepared by Thomas P. 
Cleaves and James C. Courts, chief 
clerks respectively of the committees on 
appropriations of the Senate and House, 
showing that the total appropriations 
made at the last session of Congress 
were $1,008,397,543.56. Of this amount $95,- 
$82,247 was appropriated for the army, 
$122,663.885 for the Navy, $163,503,000 for 
pensions, $222,970,892, for the postoffice 
and $111,968,088 for sundry civil expenses. 

Appropriations for public buildings 
througtout the United States aggregated 
$20,789,750. A comparison of the contract 
liabilities with those of the last session 
of the Fifty-ninth Congress, amounting 
to $67,934,349, shows a reduction of $18,- 
490,599.

CLARKSBURG, W. Va., July 17.—Sen- 
tenced to be hanged within 24 hours for 
the murder of Beulah Martin, a negress, 
at Gypsy, W. Va., in March, 1908, Frank 
Johnson, a giant negro, has confessed 
to ministers that he has slain five per- 
sons since 1896. His victims are: 

Edith Hannah, at 81 South Peoria 
street, Chicago, in 1904; Marion Blue of 
Shippensville, Pa., in 1905; Beulah Mar- 
tin, negress, of Gypsy, W. Va., in March, 
1908: white man, name unknown, at 
Blossburg, Ala., in 1896; woman, name 
unknown, at 132 South Seventh street, 
Steubenville, O., in November, 1907. 

Johnson's confession has been taken 
down in writing. The negro was born in 
Georgia and says that his real name is 
Edward Walton. Johnson shot and kill- 
ed Beulah Martin because she refused 
to elope with him. The negro barricaded 
himself in a barn where he held out 
against a posse a day and night. He 
seriously wounded three of the attacking 
party, but when Sheriff Flanagan 
threatened to dynamite the barn the 
negro surrendered.

for Vice-President. 

COT.UMBUS, July 17.—For President, 
Eugene W. Chafin of Chicago; for Vice- 
President, Aaron S. Watkins, Ada, Ohio. 
The above ticket was nominated by the 
Prohibitionists’ national convention, both 
men being chosen unanimously.

Conde A. Benoist Willing to 
Contribute Against Union 
Electric. 





Conde A. Benoist, proprietor of the 
Benoist Building, Ninth and Pine 
streets, offers to contribute $100 to a 
fund to employ .lawyers and experts 
to handle the cases of consumers who 
have grievances against the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. and its 
allied interests. 

Mr. Benoist is putting in his own 
electric light and power plant and will 
be independent from the lighting com- 
panies in a short time. 

Several Washington avenue wholesale 
merchants also have discussed the ad- 


visability of raising by public subscrip- 


tion a fund to be used to obtain sub- 
stantial justice for electric light con- 
sumers, 

One of the suggestions is that con- 
sumers, who are paying under their 
minimum guarantees for service not 
rendered, keep a careful account of ex- 
cess payments during the summer 
months and then bring suit for recov- 
ery. 

Mr. Benoist says a lawyer ought to 
be paid out of a general fund to handle 
all electric lighting complaints, and 
that electrical experts should be em- 
ployed to make investigations of the 
complaints. 

Threats Coerce Small Consumers. 

Many small consumers are forced to 
pay bills which they declare are un- 
just by threats of having service dis- 
continued. 

Many other consumers are forced ar- 
bitrarily to increase their deposits with 
the company or submit to having their 
light cut off. 

Mr. Benoist says an attorney should 
be employed to institute mandgmus or 
injunction suits in cases of this kind 
for the protection of the consumers. 

In many cases consumers’ bills vary 
SO greatly, with apparently the same 
service used, that it is clear that some- 
thing is wropg with the meter. 

In such cases an electrical expert, it 
is suggested, ought to be paid out of 
a common fund to test the meter. Me- 
ter tests by private inspection compa- 
nies cost from $10 to $15—a prohibitive 
price for a small consumer. 


“The small consumer feels he can- 
not afford to pay lawyers’ and ex- 
perts’ fees for handling his case,” 
said Mr. Benoist. “Consequently he 
ome have to submit to an injust- 
ce. 

“If the people who use or have used 
electric light will get together and 
raise a fund to employ counsel and 
experts to take up these cases they 
will be doing a great public service. 

“TI have had my troubles with elec- 
tric lighting companies for years, 

“IT am putting in my own plant, and 
when it gets to running am sat- 
isfied I will be able to make my own 
electricity for one or two cents a 
kilowatt hour. 


Wants Public to See Plant. 
“When I get the plant in I am go- 
ing to invite the public to come and 
see it work. 


“But because I am in a position to 


gain my own independence from the 
lighting monopoly I have not lost 
sympathy for other .consumers who 
may not be so fortunate, 

“T am therefore willing to start a 
fund with a subscription of $100 to 
aid other consumers. 

“We need lawyers and experts who 
cannot be controlled by the light 
companies to take up these cases and 
fight them to a finish for the good of 
all consumers. 

“Many consumers, who cannot afford 
to go to law to protect their rights, 
could get justice in this way and no 
other. 

“The city authorities seenm“to be 
dragging matters along so that there 
is no knowing when anything ever 
will be done by them. 

Meanwhile consumers are at the 


mercy of the lighting monopoly and 


have to do whatever it says, or be 
left in the dark. 

“My money is ready whenever the 
other consumers are ready to join in

LIGHT CHARGES 
ARE EXURBITAN 


Union Electric Theories Ex- 
ploded by Massachusetts 
Investigation. 


Many of the theories upon which the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. is 
conducting its business since the pro- 
mulgation of its ‘‘ready-to-serve’’ sched- 
ules, are exploded by the Massachusetts 
Board of Gas and Electric Light Com- 
missioners in its recent report on the 
Boston Edison Illuminating Company’s 
system of charging. The Massachusetts 
Board has been in existence about six 
years and is regarded as the most effi- 
client and best informed organization 
of its kind in the country. 

It does not appear from the commis- 
8ion’s report that the Edison company 
was requiring consumers to make any- 
thing more than a merely nominal guar- 
antee, something like $1 a month, but 
the question disposed of in the Board’s 
recommendation that the company offer 
to sell electricity to consumers at a uni- 
form meter rate. 

Union Electric offers to sell elec- 
tricity to consumers at meter rates 
only when the consumption exceeds a 
stipulated amount. It has been demon- 
strated by engineers who have studied 
Union Electric’s rates that the charge 
for electricity may run up to 42 cents 
a kilowatt hour. 

It is a fact that under the ‘ready-to- 
serve” schedule thousands of consum- 
ers are now paying YWor the electricity 
they consume at rates greatly in’ ex- 
cess of those stipulated in the con- 
tracts. 

Comparison With St. Louis, 

The decision of the Massachusetts 
Board, in the Boston case, if applied in 
St. Louis, would eliminate all ready-to- 
serve charges and compel the company 
to sell electricity at a uniform meter 
rate. 

Under the decision, Boston consumers, 
electing to take service under existing 
schedules, can have their accounts ad- 
justed at the end of the year, so that 
they will not have to pay anything ex- 
ceeding a uniform maximum rate of 12 
cents a kilowatt hour. 

According to the report of the Com- 
mission 15,000 out of 20,000 Boston con- 
sumers were taking service from the 
electric company without contracts, but 
they were charged higher rates than 
tne contract consumers. 

The noncontract consumers were pay- 
ing an average rate of 14.2 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, while the contract consumers 
paid an average rate of 7.2 cents. 

Union Electric charges a maximum 
contract rate of 12 cents, but it adds 25 
per cent in the summer months and 50 
per cent in winter months to the bills 
of noncontract consumers. This makes 
the maximum summer rate for the non- 
contract consumer 15 cents and the max- 
imum winter rate 18 cents. 

Uniform Meter Rate. 

The conclusion of the Massachusetts 
board was that the Boston company 
should offer to.sell electricity for any 
use at a uniform meter rate, and it 
specified that 12 cents should be. the 
maximum rate, 

The Boston company will not be al- 
lowed, under the decision, to charge 
a non-contract consumer any more 
than the contract consumer. 

Union Electric undertakes to force 
consumers to sign yearly contracis, 
either by refusing to give the service 
or by threat of discontinuing it, or 
by raising the rates. Such conditions 
are prohibited by the Massachusetts 
board. 

Union Electric makes an almost end- 
less number of different rates, ac- 
cording to installations and guarantees. 

It gives the consumer with a large 
installation an advantage of a base rate 
just one-half of that of the small con- 
sumer, and allows the long hour user 
a@ inuch Jarger discount than the short 
hour user. This system of chargiuvg, 
according to the Massachusetts report, 
is wrong. 

Figures compiled for the Post-Dis- 
patch by Prof. J. H. Kinealy, a. widely 
known mechanical engineer, show that 
consumers, served under substantlally 
the same conditions by Union Electric, 
will get widely different rates, merely 
because one consumer has a large in- 
stallation and the other a small one. 

One of the boasted theories of Union 
Electric is that it bases its rates upon 
the cost to serve the. individual con- 
sumer. This principle is given promi- 
nence on the title page of the compa- 
ny’s pampblet over the signature’ of 
President Powelson. 

“In the plan of rates herein published 
we have fully recognized this important 
principle, and we believe the plan in- 
sures substantial justice to all consum- 
ers, both large and small, both the long- 
hour user and the shert.”’ 

After going into this matter from 
every possible angle, the Massachusetts 
commission said “it is made evident 
that the Boston company is not ascer- 
taining actual individual costs, but is 
substituting results from applying the 
almost universal rule of averages by 
means of a system of arbitrary and 
sometimes inconsistent factors.” 

Apportionment of Costs. 
in its concluding paragraph on 
subject the Commission says: 

“After careful consideration the Board 
is not convinced that it is practicable, 
even though desirable, to ascertain. the 
respective costs to the company of its 
individual customers and to apportion 
such costs in the prices charged, either 
under the system used by the company 
or under any other known to the 
Board.”’ ° 

The investigation of the Boston com- 
pany was made by the Board of Gas 
and Electric Light Commissioners on 
the petition of the Franchise League, 
whieh complained of exorbitant and ais- 
criminating rates. 

The Board, after a thorough investiga- 
tion, recommended that on and after 
July 1, 1908, the company reduce its 
maximum rate to 12 cents a kilowatt 
hour, and that on or before Oct. 1, 1909, 
a further reduction be made, unless the 
company shows good cause why it can- 
net be dene.

‘ Slayer Chases Victim Into Fac- 
tory, Discharges Shotgun 
and Revolver. 








Peter McGowan, who shot and killed 
Lloyd Walters at Centaur,j Mo., 33 miles 


west of St. Louis, was ‘taken to the’ 


Clayton Jail Friday. 4 


Following his separation from his 
wife, two months ago. McGowan ordered 


Walters to leave town. The men had 


frequently quarreled and it was gener- 


‘ally known that there was a grudge be- 
tween them. Thursday afternoon Mc- 
Gowan saw Walter. on, a wagon near 
the office of ‘the Centaur ‘Stove Co. 

He opened fire on Walters with a 
shotgun. Walters jumped from the wag- 
on and ran to the camypany's office. 


Slayer Empties Shotgun. 

“Let me in and lock the door,” he 
said to Charies Williagis, the foreman. 

Williams opened the office door to ad- 
mit Walters. McGowan forced.his way 
in and emptied both barrals of his shot- 
gun into Walters’ side. He.then dropped 
the shotgtn and drew his revolver and 
fired fourtimore shots, ‘according to wit- 
nesses. 

Waltersfell to the floor ,of the office 
and died \ before a physirfan reached 
him. McGopvan fled and wasifound asleep 
in-a field ‘near his home, three hours 
later. 

McGowan \was not excited ~when taken 
to the jail iin Clayton, Friday. He 
talked about the shooting. ‘I killed 
him because Ite broke up my home,” he 
said. “I tooki Walters into my home 
as a boarder iwmd loaned him money. He 
made love to my wife, she confessed it 
and I turned her out. That was two 
months ago; and I swore then that I 
would kill him on sight. Tune first time 
I saw him since was yesterday, and 
the minute I,laid eyes on him I started 
for him and did not stop until I had 
killed him.” 

Two years ago Walters was held as a 
witness at the inquest into the ‘death 
of Frederic’ Mueller, a farmer of Grov- 
er, Mo., who died‘of arsenic poisoning. 

Nursed Witlowed Bride. 

' Walters was a farmhand employed 
by Mueller. Aftervthe death of Mueller 
and the exhuming of his body by the 
county authorities,’ Walters went to Pill- 
man, Mo., 12 miles away, with Mrs. 
Mueller and nursed her through a long 
illness. 

(‘A St. Louis chemist found that Muel- 
ler had taken enough, arsenic to kill 
five men, but responsibility for his 
death was never fixed. He was 16 years 
Older than his wife and\ they had been 
married only 16 days when he died.

NEW YORK, July 17.—That the In- 
dependence (Hearst) party as ! 
whole will not follow the example 
set by the Independence League of 
Herkimer County; which has disclaimed 
any further connection with William R. 
Hearst and pledged its support to Bryan, 
is indicated in telegrams received by 
the New York World from Independence 

League committeemen. 

In addition to these telegrams, a spirit- 
ed cablegram was received from Mr. 
Hearst in reply to Samuel Gompers’ 
suggestion that the Independence party 
indorse Bryan. 

Hearst Denounces Democrats. 
Mr. Hearst's cablegram follows: 
“PARIS, July 17.—Tell Mr. 

that I am not authorized to speak for 
the membership of the Independence 
League, but, according to my. personal 
standards, a proper patriotism consists 
in laboring to establish-a new party 
which will be consistently devoted to 
the interest of the citizenship, and par- 
ticularly to the advantage and advance- 
ment of the producing classes. 

“I do not think the path of patriot- 
ism lies in supporting a discredited and 
decadent old party, which has neither 
conscientious conviction nor honest in- 
tention, or in indorsing chameleon can- 
didates who change the color of their 
political opinion with every varying hue 
of opportunism. ‘ 

“I do not think the best benefit of 
laboring men lies in supporting that old 
party because of a sop of false prom- 
ise, when the performance of that party 
while in power did more to injure labor 
than all the injunctions ever issued be- 
fore or since. 

“I have lost faith in the empty pro- 
fessions of an unregenerate Democracy. 
I have lost confidence in the ability, in 
the sincerity and even in the integrity 
of its leaders. I do not consider it pa- 
triotism to pretend to support that 
which, as a citizen, I distrust and de- 
test, and I earnestly hope the Inde- 
pendence party will give me an oppor- 
tunity to vote for candidates that are 
both able and honest and for a declara- 
tion of principles that is both sound and 
sincere.

Phillies Show Strength Against 
Cardinals Which Ought 
to Count.

FOUND IN AN _ ASHPIT 


Document Conveys 160 Acres 
to John Berry, Soldier of 
the Revolution. 


| An aged, discolored land grant certifi- 
cate, found in an ashpit in the rear of 
2219 Clark avenue, will, itis believed, 
establish the title to a valuable tract 
of land in Miinois. The certificate was 
found by Peter Lamp, engineer for the 
Grone Brewery, who sent it to Chief 
of Police Creecy, who is seeking its 
owner. 

The document was signed June 18, 
1818, by President James Monroe, and 
conveys to John Berry, a private in 
Hayden’s company of the Fifteenth In- 
fYantry, 160 acres of land in the Terri- 
tory of Illinois as a military bounty 
for services in the struggle with Eng- 
land for the independence of the United 
‘States. 

Law Passed in 1812. 

' The law providing for the giving of 
land bounties to soldiers was passed by 
Congress in 1812, and Berry, a private in 
Hayden's company of the Fifteenth In- 
fantry, received his certificate in 1818. 

The aged document was examined by 
attorneys and abstract men in Chief 
Creecy’s office yesterday, and was de- 
clared by them to be of great value 
as it may establish the title to 1060 
acres of Illinois property. This docu- 
ment being the original grant of the 
land, all.titles to it must be based on 
this original grant. 

How it came to be in the ashpit is 
No person in the neighbor- 
hood has complained of its loss, though 
the police think it possible it may 
have been thrown away, its last owner 
not realizing the property § interests 
which may hinge upon its .preservation. 

Description of Land. 

It will be carefully preserved by 
Chief Creecy. The dcecument reads as 
follows: 

“James Monroe, President of the Unit- 
ed States of America. 

‘To all to whom these presents shall 
come, Greeting: 

“Know Ye, that, in pursuance of the 
Acts of Congress appronriating and 

ranting land to the late Army of the 

Tnited States, passed on and since the 
#ixth day of May, 1812, John Berry hav- 
ing deposited in the general land office 
a warrant in his favor, numbered 4672, 
is granted unto the said John 
Berry, late a private in Hayden's Com- 

any of the Fifteenth Regiment of In- 

antry, a certain tract of land contain- 
ing one hundred and sixty acres, being 
the northeast corner of Section 34 of 
Township 11 north In Range 7 east in 
the tract appropriated (by the Acts 
aforesaid) for military bounties in the 
territory of Illinois. To have and to 
hold the said quarter section of land, 
with the appurtenances thereof, unto 
the said John Berry and his heirs and 
assigns forever. 

‘In testimony whereof I have caused 
these letters to be made patent and 
the seal of the General Land Office to 
be hereunto affixed. Given under my 
hand at, the City of Washington, this 
eighteermth day of June in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and eighteen, and of the Independence 
of the United States of America the 
forty-second.

Edna was growing more and more 
tearful. I remembered that Mrs. Stan- 
ley had been married twice herself. It 
occurred to me to ask: “Didn't you ever 
receive a love letter?” and I unwitting- 
ly precipitated the following from 
Edna: 

“Oh, he is handsome. His name is 
Charles, not Chin—and he wears such 
stylish clothes.

St. Louis demands honest elections—in the voc-' 


ative. The cry for honest elections is familiar. 
Yet how many citizens of disinterested purpose 
will take time and trouble to aid the Board of 
Election Commissioners in selecting proper judges 
and clerks of election? That is a privilege and a 
duty which the law expressly confers on the citi- 
zen. 

Repeated contests have shown a ballot corrupt- 
ed to some extent in each election. Sometimes 
the fraud has been large and glaring. Always it 
is sufficient to provoke a considerable post-elec- 
tion outcry. The diagnosis is admitted—the secret 
of election troubles is the character of the elec- 
tion officials. 

The time to lock the stable is before the horses 
are stolen and the time to remedy ballot abuses 
is before election, The Board of Election Com- 
missioners has appealed to civic organizations to 
suggest suitable election officials, and the appeal 
is open to citizens generally. The right of protest 
against improper selections rests in every citizen. 

As yet there has been no favorable response 
from any quarter to the Board’s appeal. Are the 
people content once more to let this high duty 
go unperformed and their valuable opportunity go 
by default?

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A BETTER MAN THAN STONE. 

William J. Stone’s speech opening his campaign 
for re-election to the United States Senate was, 
as to its length and substance, a humdrum par- 
tisan harangue, and, as to its motive, a plea for 
immunity from personal attack. 

“IT hope,” he said, “that this ahailias for 
nominations will be conducted by all candidates 
with courtesy. So far, fortunately, but little 
acrimony has been injected into the campaign. 
Republicans, of course, would be delighted to see 
a bitter, disorganizing personal strife between 
rival Democratic candidates, such as was car- 
ried on in Kentucky and more recently in Ten- 
nessee,” 

Naturally enough, Mr. Stone objects to person- 
alities. He does not care to meet the record 
of William J. Stone. If he could have his way, 
this year’s contest would be fought out on party 
lines only, with Mr. Bryan’s ample figure in 
the background affording secure protection for 
all those who, when hard pressed, might seek 
shelter. Thus a wooden Indian would answer 
most of the purposes of Mr. Stone’s candidacy. 

Unhappily for the gentleman who would cloak 
his personal defects with the mantle of party- 


involved in this case, and it is going to be 
pressed. 

There is a Democrat in Missouri who can dis- 
charge every party obligation to the letter; who 
is not in affiliation with any of the old gangs; 
who is free from legal and other complications 
with Missouri Health Societies and the Tobacco 
Trust and who never had any intimacies with 
men known to the lobby.

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UNION ELECTRIC HIDING ITS INCREASE. 

Union Electric’s failure to make the sworn re- 
turn of its gross revenue required by law may be 
fairly interpreted as a vicious plan to cheat the 
city of taxes, but it means considerably more 
than that. 

It amounts to a confession that the gross reve- 
nue has been enlarged since the new schedule 
of rates went into effect, which the company 
claims lowered the rates. 

Owing to the failure to make the return the city 
has, in accordance with law, computed the com- 
pany’s revenue, taking its last year’s return as 
the basis, and raising it by $601,150. 

In the circumstances the company’s position is 
this—it will pay taxes on an estimated increase of 
$601,150 rather than publicly admit what the in- 
crease actually was. We may reasonably take it 
that the actual increase has been no less than 
$601,150, but probably more; and this should be 
considered with reference to the fact that the 
new schedules were in force during less than 
half of the period represented. What increase 
the new schedule means in a full year can only 
be guessed. : 

The Union Electric has met with silence the re- 
peated accusation, which may now be legitimately 
believed, that its Board of Directors adopted the 
new schedule of November on the express showing 
of the company’s engineers that it represented 
an increase in the bills of consumers aggregating 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a year.

CORONER'S JURY 


| HOLDS BANK OX 
MURDER CHARGE 


Slayer of Nathan Hirsch Tells 
Detective He Was Attacked 
Before Shooting. 


GIRL DENIES HIS STORY 


Anna Isenberg. Says She Did 
Not See Cousin Till Shot 
Was Fired.

The Coroner’s jury Friday morning 
returned a verdict that Nathan Hirsch, 
22, of 1603 Wash street came to his 
death shortly after midnight Wednesday 
at the hands of Herman Bank, 22, 1619 
Wash street, and recommended that 
Bank be held on the charge of homi- 
cide, with felonious intent. 

Bank was immediately returned to his 
cell at the Fourt Courts. He was ar- 


rested Thursday by the Sheriff at Car- 
lyle, Ill., and brought back to St. Louis 
by Detective Edward Schenck. 

Deputy Coroner Lloyd asked Bank if 
he had any statement to make, and 
he declined to talk on advice of his 
counsel, Joseph G. Willams. 

Tells Detective of Killing. 

Detective Schenck was the most im- 
portant witness. He related the story 
of the killing, which he said Bank re- 
lated to him on the way to St. Louis. 
Bank did not contradict Schenck. 

According to the detective, Bank told 
him that Tuesday night he was sitting 
on the front step at the home of Henry 
Weintraub, 1619 Wash street, when he 
saw Nathan Hirsch enter the home of 
his brother, Isadore Hirsch, 1608 Wash 
street, accompanied by Miss . Anna 
Isenburg, 19 years old, sister-in-law 
of Isadore Hirsch. Bank told the de- 
tective that. Miss Isenburg is’ his cou- 
sin, near whom he had lived in Collins- 
ville, and he was in love with her. He 
said he came to St. Louis solely to be 
near the girl. He wds jealous of 
Hirsch, he said. 

Saw Victim Through Window. 

He told the detective that he went to 
the rear of the Hirsch home, and, 
throigh a window saw Hirsch and Miss 
Isenburg in a room. He entered the 
kitchen door, went through the dining 
room and into the bedroom. 

He said he asked Hirsch what he was 
doing and Hirsch attacked him. They 
grappled and Bank said he drew a re- 
volver from his left-hand coat pecket 
and fired one shot. He ran from the 
house, and was seized by Isadore 
Hirsch, who let him go when he heard 
Nathan Hirsch fall to the floor. 

Bank sald he then went to Sixth 
street and Franklin avenue, where he 
spent the night in a lodging house, and 
early Wednesday he went to East St. 
Louis, and from there to Carlyle, where 
he Was arrested. 

Girl Contradicts Prisoner. 

Miss Isenburg testified, that Hirsch 
was preparing some ice water for her 
after they returned from a walk. Her 
back was toward him, she said, and she 
did not see anyone in the room until 
she heard the shot. She then saw Bank 
running. She denied that there were 
any words or a scuffle between Hirsch 
and Bank. She identified Bank from 
the witness stand. 

On the girl’s hand was a powder burn. 
She told Deputy Coroner Lloyd that she 
did not know.how it came there. 

Isadore Hirsch said he was asleep in 
the kitchen when he heard the shot. He 
jumped up and grasped Bank when he 
came through the kitchen, but let him 
go when he heard his brother fall. He 
also identified Bank. 

Sam Bealer, 17, 1010 North Sixteenth 
street, saw Bank enter the rear of the 
Hirsch house. 

Louis Alexander, 1616 Wash street, met 
Bank in Carr Park early Tuesday even- 
ing. Bank, he said, showed a revolver, 
and suggested that they shoot each 
other, as both were out of work.
